HE COLLEGE has completed a full year in the new building and already we 

are again faced with problems of space. Registration reached a new high in 
both day and evening divisions. The total in the day during 1956-57 was 959, and 
in the evening over 4000. Another feature is that the proportion of undergraduates 
in the evening as compared to partials is now much greater than ever before. 


The College has just announced the details of the new engineering course which 
the Chairman of the Board of Governors referred to at the special convocation on 
February 23. The new course will lead to a diploma in engineering which will admit 
to the 4th year of a five year course or to the 3rd year of a four year course in 
engineering at other universities. Arrangements are also being made to integrate 
the new course with a regular Science program so that a student holding the engineer- 
ing diploma may proceed to the Bachelor of Science degree. Entrance requirements 
in engineering are Ist year Science or its equivalent with certain specified courses. 
The College has been offering this program for several years. Those graduates who 
remember Mr. Jack Bordan of the Department of Physics will be interested to know 
that he has been appointed Associate Professor of Engineering. 


The Class of 1957 graduated at a large convocation on May 24. The special 
speaker was Dr. David L. Thomson, known to many Alumni who have gone to 
McGill to do post graduate work as the Dean of the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Vice-Principal of the University. The class of 311 brought to mind the first 
graduating class (the famous Guinea Pigs) of 11, who graduated 20 years earlier 
on June 3, 1937. This year’s class included Gustav Goldberger, B.A., who happened 
to the 3000th person to receive a degree from the College. Incidentally, the 
1000th was Mrs. “Penny” Kondaks, B.A. (1946) and the 2000th was Henry E. 
Williams, B.Sc. (1954). 


The Class of 1957, as its last official act, presented the College with a splendid 
portrait in oils of Dr. K. E. Norris, Principal Emeritus, and Principal from 1935 
to 1956, under whose direction the College attained maturity and status. This 
picture, which now hangs in the inner lobby of the new building, is the work of Mr, 
Allan Barr, a Toronto artist and father of James A. Barr, B.A. (1957).

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DEVELOP FULL POTENTIALITY, 
DEAN URGES SGW GRADS 


HE GRADUATING class of Sir 

George Williams College was warn- 
ed that too many persons have forgotten 
their early aims in life to become “build- 
ers of bungalows on 20-storey founda- 
tions. 


“The fact so many fall into this cate- 
gory is one of the great tragedies of life”, 
Dean Robert Rae said in a baccalaureate 
address. 


. “Like the builder who ordered a 20- 
storey foundation and quit after two 
storeys had been built, too many persons 
are living below their possibilities without 
completing their original plans. 


“We hope you will do justice to the 
foundations you have been establishing 
here and that you will not be content 
to build a bungalow on a 20-storey found- 
ation.” 


Man is filled with untapped potentia- 
lity, Dean Rae said. “No other creature 
on earth can approach him. He can 
think, dream, aspire, hopes, build, grow 
and make progress. 


“But humanity has never yet realized 
its capacities. So often it has failed to 
carry through its possibilities because of 
a lack of faith, vision and perseverance. 


“Many men have dropped by the way- 
side and let life pass them by. They had 
their hours of vision and enthusiasm. 
They had glimpses of great things ahead. 
They were going to carry a torch, cham- 
pion causes; but the light flickered out. 
They did not carry through.” 


“Back in 1918, the same thing occur- 
red. Shortly afterward, the League of 
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Nations was born. This was to be the 
guarantee of enduring peace. 


“Then the torch went out. Not all the 
followers possessed the prophetic fire of 
the leaders. The cause was betrayed. The 
foundation was not built upon. Another 
war came and went. The new leaders 
spoke of the four freedoms and the 
wonder of vision was in the air again. 


“The foundations of the United Na- 
tions were laid. Then came iron curtains, 
national sovereignty and cold war. Inter- 
national peace was again endangered. 


“So, today, we ask: Can we build that 
20-storey structure on the 20-storey 
foundation or is it just going to be a 
bungalow? We need not be fatalists: the 
light has not yet gone out.” 


Dean Rae said great mechanical and 
technological foundations have been laid 
in the present generation, but only bun- 
galows have been built. 


“Thoreau, over a century ago,” he 
said, “realized that we were building the 
means by which to live at the expense 
of the ends for which to live. 


“He remarked of the locomotive of 
that time that it was an improved means 
to an unimproved end. “This is in accord 
with a more modern statement to the 
effect ‘We have much better means by 
which to get there, but no better places 
to go.”

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$177,401 
Returned

HE BOARD of governors of Sir 

George Williams College recently 
returned a cheque for $177,401 to the 
National Conference of Canadian Uni- 
versities. 


It was the college’s share of annual 
federal aid to Canadian universities total- 
ling $16,000,000, and was the last but 
one returned to Ottawa by Quebec edu- 
cational institutions. 


No decision regarding the federal grant 
has yet been reached by the board of 
governors of McGill University. 


In a statement, B. W. Roberts, Chair- 
man of the board, said “the action was 
taken in view of the annual grants now 
coming from the Provincial Government 
and the attitude of Premier Duplessis 
toward the acceptance by Quebec uni- 
versities of grants originating from the 
Federal Government.” 


Earlier this year Premier Duplessis an- 
nounced that his government would in- 
crease by 20 to 40 per cent its grants to 
Quebec universities during the 1957-58 
session. 


This would give Sir George Williams 
$100,000. McGill would receive 
$2,276,400. 


No college or university in Quebec has 
accepted Federal education grants since 
1951, the year they were first offered. The 
Quebec Government claims that federal 
aid is an infringement on provincial 
rights. 
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Wins Birks Medai 


A wife and mother who attended col- 
lege at nights and kept house and looked 
after her family during the days, was 
awarded the Birks Medal for the highest 
ranking student in the Faculty of Arts 
at Sir George Williams College convoca- 
tion in St. James United Church on 
Friday night. 

Mrs. Sarah Mabel Raudorf, of 228 
St. Lyon Ave., Strathmore, resumed her 
studies for her degree after being out of 
college for over twenty years, her educa- 
tion having been interrupted when she 
married just before the War and went to 
live in Central Europe. She spent the 
war years in Austria and Germany and 
when peace was declared she returned 
home to England. From her experiences 
of those years she wrote two books. “The 
Alien Years” and “Bitter Harvest’, which 
were published in England under her 
maiden name of Sarah Mabel Collins. 
Both were concerned with war exper- 
lences and social conditions in Austria 
and Central Europe during that period. 

Six years ago she came to Canada 
with her husband and family and settled 
in Strathmore.

TTAWA, June 6 — Universities 

after helping industry and commerce 
to improve and evaluate their staffs, 
ought to be doing the same for themsel- 
ves. 

Dean R. C. Rae of Sir George Williams 
College told the Canadian Association 
of Directors of Extension and Summer 
Schools that the evaluation and training 
of University teaching staffs is one of 
growing importance. 

Universities faced growing student 
populations, causing demand for teach- 
ers. The difficulty was to ensure the 
maintenance of standards. 

“Industry and commerce have given 
great attention to this matter, usually 
under the leadership of the universities. 
Perhaps it is time that we were adapting 
some of the discoveries being made to the 
area of the development and growth of 
our own staffs,” he declared. 

Techniques he suggested included visits 
by senior faculty members to lectures, 
and questionnaires to be completed by 
students and alumni. He suggested in- 
volvement of the whole faculty in any 
evaluation program. 

“Tf you want to find out how good the 
meal was you don’t ask the cook,” he 
said. 

Night Course Query 

Dr. J. K. Friesen of the University of 
British Columbia thought night courses 
at Canadian universities should be 
brought up to the mental level of their 
older students. 

“Why are courses in evening universi- 
ties not tailored for the mature adults 
attending them?” asked Dr. Friesen, 
speaking to the association. 

“Why were the same degrees given 
(night students) as were given 20-year- 
old students in regular university 
courses?,” he asked. 

“Adult students differ from youthful 
students attending regular day classes,” 
Dr. Friesen said. “They ought not to be 
taught things they already know. Pro- 
grams offered them should be both flex- 
ible and experimental.”

IT HAPPENED IN MONTREAL

HE BIGGEST news in Montreal recently—and throughout Canada, for that 

matter—was the Federal election held on June 10th. Without getting too 
involved in politics, it is interesting to note the results in Quebec province. It has 
been stated that the Liberals swept Quebec, electing 62 members, to 9 for the P.C.’s, 
compared with 66 Liberal members to 4 P.C.’s at time of dissolution in April 1957. 
However, that gain of 4 P.C. seats from the Liberals actually helped to create the 
majority which the P.C.’s won throughout Canada, namely, 110 members to 105 
Liberals. 


Of major election interest to Georgians was the re-election of Bill Hamil- 
ton in Montreal—N.D.G. riding. He increased his majority from about 
1,200 votes in 1953 to over 7,000 votes in 1957. His liberal opponent was 
George Mooney—a former lecturer at S.G.W.C. 


When Bill was asked what the chief influences were in his life thus far, 
he stated that, apart from the influences of home and family, two main 
factors helped him most; primarily, the advanced education he received at 
Sir George Williams College, as he could not have afforded a daytime 
university course; secondly, the leadership training he got in the Young 
Men’s Section of the Montreal Board of Trade. 


When Canada’s new Prime Minister Diefenbaker announced his Cabinet, 
who was appointed our new Postmaster—General but the Hon. William 
Hamilton, M.P. for N.D.G. 


Thus, S.G.W.C. in general, and the Alumni Association in particular, 
can boast of a Georgian graduate who is not only an M.P., but also a Cabinet 
Minister: 


Another Georgian grad who ran for election, according to the local press, was 
William Dodge, the C.C.F. standard-bearer.in Montreal-Verdun. He, however, was 
unsuccessful in his bid to become an M.P. 


The weather was another major topic of conversation in Montreal recently. After 
a warm, dry period during the first three weeks of June, the skies opened up on 
Tuesday, June 25th. During the three hours from 3 P.M. to 6 P.M., 2.81 inches of 
rain fell in Montreal, more than during the whole month of May 1957. This caused 
one of the worst floods in Montreal’s history. Many streets and underpasses were 
flooded to the extent of several feet, and basements all over town were turned into 
miniature swimming pools. For example, N.D.G. alone had over 200 basements 
flooded. Traffic was, of course, severely affected, and many people took several hours 
to get home from work. 


Later in the week, the tail-end of Hurricane Audrey passed near Monteral, dump- 
ing another inch of rain over the Metropolis, causing another minor flood, and other 
damage due to high winds and lightning. This storm ruined the holiday plans of 
many Montrealers, as bad weather persisted over most of the Dominion Day week- 
end.

OR THE PAST six years, Sir George Williams College has offered an eight 

week course in developing reading skills to students in the Day and Evening 
Divisions. While this course may not be used for credit towards a degree, it has 
nevertheless proved very popular to those who are slow readers. 


The need has always existed for a Reading Accelerator, an instrument which is 
of great assistance in obtaining great increases in speed and comprehension. 


The Reading Accelerator is a simple pacing device that helps increase reading 
rate, concentration and comprehension. It does so by enabling the reader to pace 
his reading — first at his normal rate, then at generally increased rates over a period 
of time. The Accelerator prevents the students from glancing back at previous lines, 
challenging him to keep ahead. This widely used training device motivates students 
to do more reading, more effectively. The Accelerator covers a speed range from 
less than 30 words per minute to more than 3,000. 


It is felt that with this donation from the Alumni Association, the Effective Reading 
Course given by the College will rank with the best obtainable anywhere in Canada. 


The instrument has now been received by the Student Guidance Office and is 
ready for use by interested students. The machine is set up in the Careers Reading 
Room (219), where individuals may use it at their own convenience by making 
appointments, reserving it for half-hour intervals from 10 A.M. to 4.30 P.M. and 
6 P.M. to 8.30 P.M. Undoubtedly it will be widely used by both day and evening 
students who recognize now more than ever before the advantages of improved 
reading and comprehension skills.

Dear Mr. McGregor; 

I have wanted for some time to write you and thank you for your assistance in 
locating suitable sales personnel for our company and also to give you a progress 
report on some of these young men we have employed. 

Our experience with students from Sir George Williams College has been better 
than from any other institution. They seem to have a great zest for work. They 
realize the value of hard work and “sticktoitness”. 

We have at present on our sales staff several Commerce graduates from your 
College. These men earned last year from $5,000 to $16,000. 

We also have in training several other men who were sent to us by you, such as 
A. V. Miller, and Gordon Robley MacKay. Then, of course, several of our salesmen 
have taken evening courses at your College. We also have several applicants under 
consideration at present. 

Our starting salaries are now from $4,000 to $6,000, depending on age and ex- 
perience. The average earnings in our sales department, consisting of 43 men in 
Montreal, was just over $10,000. last year. This average was based on senior men 
who had completed our basic training which takes about a year and a half. As you 
know, our training program is very extensive, consisting of both practical sales work 
in the field, and study programs. It requires from 10 to 12 hours work daily through- 
out the first year. On completion of their basic training in our local branch, they 
are sent to our sales school in Detroit for a four week’s course. When the trainee 
returns from our school in Detroit, he is a sales representative, and the sky is the 
limit. 

He doesn’t have to wait for an older man to retire before he can get ahead. His 
opportunity is endless as long as he can sell. Advancement in earning and responsi- 
bility need wait for no seniority. 

When I was talking to a student recently, he said, “Why be a salesman? Do 
people spend four years in college, and the money it costs, just to be a salesman?” 

Unfortunately, too few of them do. The college student has not thought of 
selling as a career in the professional sense, like Engineering or Architecture, etc., and 
yet a survey shows that more salesmen earn over $5,000 a year than people in any 
other profession. 

Of the 250 member firms in the Chicago Sales Executive Club, 48% of the 
Presidents reached their position through the Sales Department, yet very few 
colleges of Business Administration have courses in salesmanship. As yet, nothing 
has been done to educate salesmen as they do dentists, architects, educators, etc., 

There are three basic areas in our industry: 

(1) Finance (2) Production (3) Selling or Marketing 

Without Finance, there can be no Production. Without Production, there is nothing 
to Market, but without Marketing, there is no revenue, and we have completed the 
circle: In other words, Selling is what keeps the circle going. 

I am sorry if I have gone on to some length on this subject, but I find it hard to 
understand why it is so difficult to attract young men to the selling field. Perhaps it 
is the name “Salesman”. Maybe we should call it “Marketeering” or “Imagineering”. 

Thank you again for your cooperation and we will be looking forward to more 
“Marketeers” or “Imagineers” from Sir George Williams College — particularly 
French-speaking ones.
